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OTTAWA  TO  PLAY  HOST  TO  Z.O.C.  33RD 
NATIONAL  CONVENTION  MARCH  8TH  TO  11TH 


All  arrangements  have  been  complet- 
ed for  the  33rd  National  Convention 
of  the  Zionist  Organization  of  Canada 
to  be  held  in  Ottawa  March  8 to  11, 
according  to  an  announcement  b y 
Samuel  Berger,  Q.C.,  Chairman  of  the 
Convention  Committee.  Over  500  de- 
legates from  all  parts  of  the  country 
are  expected  to  gather  in  the  capital 
for  the  first  time  since  1948. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  personali- 
ties who  will  address  the  Convention 
are  Dr.  Nahum  Goldmann,  Chairman 
of  the  American  Section  of  the  Jewish 
Agency,  His  Excellency,  Michael  S. 
Comay,  Ambassador  of  Israel  to  Cana- 
da, Justice  Samuel  Freedman  of  Win- 
nipeg and  Rabbi  Herbert  A.  Friedman, 
Executive  Vice-Chairman  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  in  the  United  States. 

Sessions  are  to  take  place  at  the 
Chateau  Laurier  Hotel  other  than  a 
dinner  for  out-of-town  delegates  on 
Friday  evening,  followed  by  an  Oneg 
Shabbat  at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  to  which  the  entire  community 
is  invited.

"BETWEEN  OURSELVES" 

Pile  following  is  the  first  in  a series  of  editorials  spotlighting  some 
of  your  Rabbi’s  thinking  as  to  his  underlying  philosophy  and  prerequi- 
site techniques  for  making  our  new  Synagogue  a maximum  religious  — 
educational  instrument  as  well  as  an  inspiring  and  dignified  House  of 
Worship. 

My  Philosophical  Frame  of  Reference 

Basic  to  my  anschaung  of  Judaism  is  the  guiding  principle  of 
“Torah  im  derech  eretz”,  that  the  Torah  heritage  must  be  synthesized 
with  the  best  of  secular  and  cultural  knowledge.  “Yefayfiyoso  shel  yefes 
b’ehoholai  shem”  — “the  beauty  of  Yeffeth  in  the  tents  of  Shem.”  It 
implies  that  the  Torah  Traditon  must  be  conveyed  via  modernity  of 
technique  and  presented  with  dignity  and  impressiveness.  Our  sages 
had  this  in  mind  when  they  spoke  of  “Yayin  Yashan  B’ekankan  Chodosh” 
— “Old  wine  in  new  vessels.” 

This  principle  which  I have  adopted  as  a loedstar  for  my  rabbinic 
calling,  gained  its  clearest  exponency  in  the  life  and  writings  of  the  19th 
century  G-d  intoxicated  leader  of  Traditional  Judaism,  Rabbi  Samson 
Raphael  Hirsch,  of  blessed  memory. 

“There  is  nothing  in  the  ancient  faith  of  Israel  which  requires  that 
it  be  carried  out  in  the  rude,  uncouth  manner  brought  about  by  the 
conditions  of  the  Ghetto.  On  the  contrary  it  is  worthy  of  being  presented 
with  the  accompaniments  of  beauty,  splendor  and  impressiveness, 
without  departing  in  the  slightest  from  the  rules  and  ordinances  of  our 
religious  code.” 

These  words  and  sentiments  have  molded  and  tinged  my  under- 
lying philosophy  in  the  past  and  will  always  represent  the  core  of  my 
approach  to  the  potency  and  vitality  of  Traditional  Judaism.  The 
principle  is  of  particular  pertinency  when  one  envisages  the  role  of  the 
Synagogue,  the  nature  of  the  Rabbi’s  work,  the  character  of  the  Service, 
and  the  diversified  colourful  facets  of  Synagogue  activity. 

Needed  — A Sense  of  Discrimination 

One  is  yet  apt  to  find  a number  of  incorrigibles,  who  persist  in 
maintaining  unwarranted  psychological  prejudices  and  immature  stereo- 
typed thinking  as  regards  the  Traditional  Synagogue.  What  is  urgently 
needed  on  the  part  of  our  laity  is  a proper  and  fair  sense  of  discrimination. 
One  who  is  mature  in  his  thinking  must  nurture  a “mind-set”  that  will 
help  him  to  differentiate  between  the  healthy  and  dynamic  philosophy  of 
Traditional  Judaism  and  the  faults  and  failings  of  the  “unorthodox 
orthodoxes”  of  some  Jews. 

A Strange  Paradox 

It  may  sound  quite  paradoxical  but  from  the  strict  viewpoint  of 
Jewish  Halacha  there  is  many  a Synagogue,  which  considers  itself 
traditional,  which  is  not  meeting  the  standards  of  “hilchos  beis  hakaneses,” 
laws  pertaining  to  the  Synagogue  and  Synagogue  Worship.  If  there  is 
on  the  part  of  the  Synagogue,  a complete  disregard  or  disparagement 
of  the  rules  of  respect,  dignity  and  propriety  in  the  conduct  of  the 
Synagogue’s  Services  and  activities,  then  that  “traditional”  Synagogue  is 
not  complying  with  the  standards  of  “derech  eretz”  as  prescribed  by 
Jewish  law. 

Present  shortcomings  of  a Traditional  Synagogue’s  Service  should 
therefore,  not  be  ascribed  to  Traditional  Judaism  per  se  but  rather  to 
the  economic,  cultural  and  sociological  difficulties  confronting  our  fore- 
fathers in  the  challenges  of  adjustment  and  acculturation.  There  have 
been  far  too  many  Traditional  Synagogues  lacking  in  far-sighted  vision 
and  above  all,  unprepared  or  unwilling  to  interpret  and  present  to  an 
American  and  a Canadian  born  generation  the  warmth  and  richness  of 
a glorious  tradition,  in  the  appealing  and  meaningful  vehicle  of  “derech 
eretz”  wedded  to  Torah.  There  has  been  in  the  early  years  of  Jewish 
settlement,  a dearth  of  Rabbis  who  were  conversant  with  the  mores  and 
challenges  of  a contemporary  society  and  with  the  ability  of  a pulpit 
voice  and  a creative  pen  to  reach  the  hearts  and  minds  of  a growing 
generation  steeped  in  the  mire  of  secularism  and  materialism. 

My  Firm  Conviction 

Your  Rabbi  has  an  unshakeable  faith  in  the  principle  that  Traditional 
Judaism  can  be  conveyed  and  experienced  esthetically,  inspiringly  and 
meaningfully,  with  propriety  and  decorum,  with  modernity  and  soulful 
impressiveness,  with  the  synthesis  of  Torah  and  “derech  eretz.”

REPORT  PROGRESS  ON 
SYNAGOGUE  CONSTRUCTION 

Work  on  the  Synagogue  addition 
to  the  Synagogue  and  Jewish  Commu- 
nity Centre  is  proceeding  as  quickly 
as  possible  according  to  reports  from 
the  architects.  The  construction  sche- 
dule calls  for  the  Synagogue  to  be  ready 
for  the  installation  of  seats  by  July  31 
of  this  year. 

At  this  point,  all  the  steel  has  been 
erected  and  the  roof  deck  put  in  place. 
The  concrete  floor  and  roof  slabs  have 
been  poured  and  satisfactory  progress 
is  being  made  on  the  exterior  walls. 
It  is  expected  that  the  building  will 
be  closed  in  by  the  end  of  March. 

The  new  boiler,  the  interior  brick 
and  the  aluminum  windows  have  arri- 
ved on  the  job.  The  heating  and  ven- 
tilation sub-contractors  are  going  ahead 
with  the  installation  of  the  heating 
system  and  the  ductwork.  Israeli  mar- 
ble for  the  panels  at  the  side  of  the 
Holy  Ark  has  been  ordered  and  is 
expected  in  good  time. 

While  the  construction  is  in  progress, 
a Seating  Sub-Committee  has  been 
studying  a number  of  seating  plans. 
Samples  of  seats  have  been  procured 
and  it  is  expected  that  a selection  will 
be  made  and  seats  ordered  within  the 
next  two  weeks. 


An  Amalgamation  Committee  is  also 
at  work  preparing  for  the  forthcoming 
merger  of  Congregations  Adath  Jes- 
hurun  and  Agudath  Achim. 


CONTINUE  FUND-RAISING 
DRIVE  FOR  MEMORIAL  CHAPEL 

During  the  past  year,  significant 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  plan  to 
open  a Jewish  Community  Memorial 
Chapel  according  to  a report  presented 
by  the  Gaboyim  of  the  Chevra  Kadisha 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Vaad 
Ha’Ir. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with 
the  Officers  of  the  Synagogue  and  Jew- 
ish Community  Centre  with  a view  to 
purchasing  the  Adath  Jeshurun  Syna- 
gogue building  at  a cost  of  $60,000.00. 
Negotiations  are  being  continued,  and 
it  is  expected  that  details  will  be  fina- 
lized shortly. 

In  the  meantime,  the  fund-raising 
campaign  for  the  Memorial  Chapel  was 
renewed  at  the  Annual  Dinner  held  No- 
vember 30.  This  was  followed  by  a 
canvass  of  the  community  which  is 
still  under  way. 

The  Gaboyim  wish  to  stress  the  im- 
portance of  community-wide  support 
and  have  asked  that  donors  greet  the 
canvassers  when  they  call  with  the 
warmth  and  support  which  the  project 
so  richly  deserves.
